EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS
ON PACIFIC COAST

Port Townsend, Wash, Jan. 11.—An
earthquake shock caused considerable
damage here at 3:060 this afternoon,
lasting from ten to fifteen seconds.
The trembler took the form of a vib-
ratory convulsion, swaying buildings
and breaking many windows and
fragile roofs. Reports from adjoining
localities avallable by telephone state
that the force of the shock extended
over an are& at least fifty mlles
square, and In several districts two
distinct shocks separated by more than
a minute were felt. In meny places
in this olty where water pipes had
been frozen the earthquake broke the
malns and floodod the aouscs. For a
time It was feared tae oity’s entire

\ water supply would be shut off, so
great was the damage belng done.

Officers at Fort Worden state the
investigation so far made shows no
apparent damage to the fortifications
was caused, although both Forth Word-«
en and Fort Flagler were badly shaken
Thae signal corps officers report the
parting of the Alaskan cable several
hours previous to the shock here. In-
vestigation will be made to ascertaln
if there was any connection between
the circumstances.

Bellingham, Jan. 11.—Bellingham,
wng shaken by an carthquake at 3:45
o'clock this afterncon. Bulldings in all
parts of town were jarred, but no dam-
age wag done. Hundreds of people
rushed Into the streets. The duration
of the shock was about ten seconds.

Some of the brick bulldings were
so badly shaken that the plaster fell
to the floor, and in some places there
wag almost a panic as it was thought
that the structures were tumbling to
tne ground. The reports of the tremb-
ler came in from all parts of the
country. Only one shock was felt

It Is reported that immedlately after
the shock smoke was seen arislag
from Mount Baker, an extinct or dor-
mant voleano. At Blalne several
bulldings were slightly damaged by
the trembler. -

Seattle, Jan. 11.—Reports of a slight
earthquake shock come here from Van-
couver, Victorla, Sumas, Tacoma and
Belllngham. The same trembler was
felt here at 3:44 o'clock, and lasted
from seven to thirty seconds, according
to varlous reports from  different
points. No damage was done, but
persons in some instances rushed from
buildings.

Vancouver, B. C, Jan. 11.—At 3:14
this afternoon a distant shock of
earthquake was felt in Vancouver and
in many other cities on the coast. A
telegram from Victoria says that
buildings were shaken there to a
roticeable degree. The shock lastea
only ten to twenly seconds.

No damage is sald to have been
done In any place.

Tacoma, Wash,, Jan. 11.—A tremour
of the earth was felt in Tacoma ut
2:45 o'clock this afternoon. It lasted
Letween ten and fifteen seconds.

Everett, Wash., Jan. 11.—-Two dis-
tinnt earthguake shocks were felt at
3:51 this afternoon in Everett ann
vielnity, travellng from cast to west.
No damrage was done,

EXTREME COLD

Rellingham, Wash, Jan. 11.—There
are no indications of a break in the
iatenge cold, the mercury varying
from four degrees below zero o ten
degrees above. Gas mains were found
frozen today and manufacturing plants
and newspapers are crippled badly.

The lumber and logging industries
of Northwest Washington are com-
pletely paralyzed, but one lumber mili
on Puget Sound belng in operatin.
while every shingle mill is idle. Logk-
Zing camps are all closed.

The Nookskack and Skagit riversz
are frozen solld and navigation of
these streams s Impossible.

Federal and state fish hatocheries on
both forks of the Nookskack, Baker
river and Friday creek are freezing
and stoves are belng rushed to the
stations to prevent the destruction of
mllilons of salmon eggs and fry.

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 11.—The cold
spell, the longest in the history of the
Seattle weather burcau, s brolken.
Fair weather and gradually rising tein
perature is predicted for tonight and
fomorrow. The minimum temperature
last night was 188 degrees aboye
zero. Trains are within flve hours of
schedule time.

LEFT TWO
LETTERS

To the Sheriff Explaining
In Detail the Killing
of Browning.

——

Carthage, Ill, Jan. 12.—Rev. John
Carmichael, who murdered Brown-
ing, arrlved here Friday even-
ing and engaged board at the house of
Miss Miranda Hughes.

He had no baggage with him and
gave his name as John Elder, sald
he was a cabinet maker and tnought
of locating In Carthage. Saturday
morning he telegraphed to Burlington
for hls valise and it was sent

He appeared morose, had little to
say and would eat but little.

On Sunday he slept most of the time
and refused to eat, saying his fast was
not over and leading Miss Hughes to
think that he was a Catnolic. He took
a short walk during the day,

This morning Miss Hughes prepared
a apeclal breakfast for him, in an ef-
fort to get him to eat, but hge con-
tinued to fast. He acted strangely but
the landlady thought little of it

After breakfast he packed all his
belongings In his valise and left his
room In perfect order, paying his
bill, and aeked Miss Hughes when the
train would leave for Bowen, twelve
miles south of Carthage.

At 7:40 he went out into the yard
and nothing more was seen or heard
of him untll after 9 o'clock when Mliss
Hughes, fearing some accident, called
the mall carrier, Andrew Lowery, who
was passing. He discovered that the
minister had tried to kill himself. They
carried Carmichael into the house.

The doctors found taat Carmichael
had made a small wound in hls breast,
but the knlife had not touched the
Juglar veiln. If he had not remained
¢o long in the cold and lost so much
blcod, the doctors say they could have
restored him to consclousness, but
as the thermometer stood almost at
zero he had become so thoroughly
chilled that he died at 12:40.

Coroner J. A. Barr ordered an in-
quegt.  Sheriff Bertscnl was given
Carmichael’s suit case containing two
letters, one addressed to Mrs. Car
michael and the other to the sheriff
The latter to the sheriff follows:

“Carthage, 111, Jan, 9—To Mr. Wag-

“Honored Sir: -1 write this letter to
explain some taings in connection with
the Columbus church tragedy. 1 am
guilty only because | am a coward.
The man had such a hypnotic influence
over me that I felt that something
must be done. I fell greatly ashamed
that a man said to be short-minded
snould be able to compel me to yleld
to his will, but I sald nothing about
it. At first he said “It's all right,
Elder, don't be afraid. Thnen he be-
gan to talk about haow we two could
get rich. Three times he came to
the rear of my barn and talked to me
through the manure hole; twice he
was at the river when I went to water
my stock and each time I felt that
he was doing something that he was
proud of. Once when I was golng out
to Columbus, he was on tne pike near
the Pink schoolhouse.
